California Judge Renders 
Important Decision Upon 
Abduction 


LOS ANGELES, March 6. — The 
dictum that a person who drags an- 
other only one foot distance with 
the intention of forcibly detaining 
the victim, may be held guilty of 
kidnapping, was voiced by Judge 
Charles W. Fricke yesterday, as he 
imposed the first death sentence 
under California's new kidnapping 
law. 

Judge Fricke sentenced William 
Tanner to hang next May 11 for 
kidnapping, torturing and robbing 
Henry Bodkin, lawyer, last Febru- 
ary 16. Convicted by a jury in the 
same case, Harry Brooks, a cripple. 
will have a hearing next Thursday 
on a motion for a new trial. 

Defence lawyers attacked a rul- 
ing by Judge Fricke that the forc- 
ing of Bodkin from one room te 
another at his home constituted 
kidnapping.

The pending measure would 
authorize the construction of 
nearly 100 new submarines and 
destroyers, one aircraft carrier 
and more than 1,000 aeroplanes.

WHO COMES FIRST? 

The Government majority in the legislature 
proclaimed by a formal vote on Friday that no 
program of highway building or other con- 
struction can be considered until it found 
out what kinds of construction projects the 
Dominion Government will accept as relief 
works and what measure of assistance will be 
forthcoming from the federal treasury 

Without Dominion help, road-making and 
other public works on any large scale are out 
of the question in Alberta during the coming 
summer, That is what the vote means. 

During the debate, Hon. O. L. McPherson 
informed the house that the amount of assist- 
ance hitherto given by the Dominion to relief 
work projects was far less important than com- 
menly supposed. He cited the case of one pro- 


is 


ject carried out last fall, costing $15,000, to 
which the Dominion contributed in the usual 
proportion of 50 cents per man day. The con- 


tribution from the Dominion was only $500, or 
3% per cent of the cost. For that additional 
sum the work could have been done as a pro- 
vincial undertaking in the ordinary way. 

Unless the Dominion is to loosen up and 
contribute in a new-found spirit of generosity 
Mr. McPherson thus clinches the case that there 
can be no construction program of magnitude 
undertaken by the province this year—with ‘or 
without Dominion assistance. Unless—the pro- 
vincial debt is refinanced at lower interest rates, 
and the way thus opened to borrow additional 
money for new construction. 

The legislature has come to the place where 
a show down can no longer be avoided. Are the 
members going to continue to pay for 
mioney at rates set when times were good—-and 
leave unemployed men to fend for themselves, 
live on doles, or look to the Dominion to provide 
them with work for wages? That is the choice, 
and it has to be made now. 

Which is to take precedence in the policy of 
the Government of Alberta; the right of 
man to earn a living, or the “right” of another 
man to collect twice the purchasing power he 
was sed when he loaned to the

HOW TO GET THE MONEY 


The Dominion of Canada, like the province 
, 


of Alberta, is in a position where it cannot 
continue to pay undeflated rates of interest on 
the money it has borrowed and also provide

The revenues of the Dominion are not suffi- 
cient to meet bot! and there is no way

of making them sufficient. Taxation has been 
hoisted to the limit; to impose heavier taxation 
would produce less revenue and more hardship, 
if it did not produce something worse that Ot- 
tawa has been dreading for the last two years, 

One claim or the other must suffer. If 
are to continue to pay the interest rates named 
in the bonds, unemployed men will have to 
continue to subsist on direct relief and twenty 
cents a day jobs in relief work camp If a 
national policy of employment is to be adopted, 
the interest rates will have to be cut down by 
re-financing the Dominion debt 

This can be done off-hand by calling in 
bonds as they become callable and paying them 
off in newly created money, guaranteed as to 
soundness by a_ sinking fund. The present 
Government will not hear of that. 

The alternative is to adopt the method em- 
ployed in Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa: invite bond-holders to turn

in their bonds and accept others bearing a lower 
rate of interest. A year ago the Minister of 
Finance suggested he had some such plan in 
mind and would probably launch a re-financing 
cheme of $500,000,000 during the year. That 
was not done, for reasons the public can only 
surmise. 

Whatever the reasons, procrastination has 
gained nothing. The situation stands as it did 
a year ago. Hither the debt burden must be 
cut down or there can be no adequate program 
of public works employment on a scate large 
enough to absorb the necessary amount of idle 
labor and distribute the buying power without 
which business must continue to drag 

Parliament should insist at the present 
session on a wholesale re-financing of the 
public debt. The taxpayers have been fleeced 
of hundreds of millions of dollars because that 
was not done long ago. And until it is done, 
any construction program can only be on a 
minimized scale and at a cost the country should 
not be saddled with.

He merely fined the 
young man $50, but announced that in future 
he will impose the maximum 
penalty of $500 fine or three 
months in prison. 

I'm no tout for the beer 


parlors. The stuff they sell 
doesn’t incite my _ salivary 
glands. Nor does the joy of 


sitting at small tables and 
indulging in small talk while 
the waiter is making his 
roun@s appeal to my mind as 
worth the effort. But isn’t 
this carrying grandmotherly 
legislation too far when a youth who wants a 
glass of beer is fined $50 and threatened with 
$500 and the option of three months in a prison, 
if he seeks another? 

Revelations about the kind of treatment 
accorded youngsters and first offenders at the 
Fort Saskatchewan jail show the place to be a 
breeding ground for criminals. And for drink- 
ing a glass of beer @ magistrate would send a 
young man of twenty to three months in a place 
like that. 

Only a few years ago and the same in- 
fluences that now seek to impose heavy fines 
and incarceration among criminals on the youth 
who prefers a glass of beer to a bottle of pop, 
would have stuck a gun in his hand and sent 
him hot foot to Flanders to the lice and mud 
and butchery of the trenches; to murder or be 
murdered. They sent them as young as sixteen.

Godly Toronto, where most of the profes- 
sional agencies for interfering with personal 
liberty have their headquarters, now has some- 
thing of its own to investigate. Officials of the 
city relief office questioned before a Parlia- 
mentary committee, divulge that in scores of 
cases the department is paying out relief to 
augment the sweat-shop wages paid to men 
with families to support. They range from $11 
a week for 48 hours’ work to $5 a week for 
one poor wretch who had to work 88 hours to 
earn his miserable five dollars. That's a case 
where three months in prison might be better 
justified. 

The truth is, despite what one of the eastern 
premiers in his ignorance stated before the 
recent conference of premiers, that the east 
lives on the west, not the west upon the east. 
When people wake up to realize the enormous 
amounts they pey to bonus the east, the move- 
ment for the independence of the western pro- 
vinces will get a great impetus. 

Take motor cars alone. Each of the western 
provinces has roughly about 100,000 motor vehi- 
cles on the road. Each owner paid on an aver- 
age not less than $400 more than the world 
market price for his car in order to help the 
eastern manufacturer. That comes to a bonus 
of $4,000,000 from each western province. The 
same thing applies in greater or less degree on 
everything we touch, taste or handle from the 
cradle to the grave. 

If the eastern provinces were able to sce 
things clearly, they’d realize that they have 
need to agitate for reflation of our currency. It 
isn't just a matter of the poor western farmer 
being hard hit by “sound money.” When the 
western farmer is hard hit, the east loses its 
best customer. The remedy for sweatshop evils 
in Toronto is a reflated currency, so that the 
western farmer can be a better buyer. 


Down at the coast there's a logger’s strike in 
progress. The lumbermen in the camps want 
the right to organize, an increase of wages and 
better camp conditions. The operators are 
ready to grant the increase of wages and remedy 
some of the camp conditions, but they refuse to 
allow the men to organize into unions. 

As a newspaper man I can understand how 
the loggers feel. Carl Ketchum, a few days 
ago at Junch, told me that in Ottawa the news- 
papers have the same iniquitous ‘gentlemen's 
agreement’ that was in effect in Vancouver 
some years ago, They refuse to employ re- 
porters and editors from rival papers, even if 
a man resigns one job and applies for another. 
It leaves the news staffs helpless at the whim 
of the office for which they work. Vancouver 
newspapermen will always feel grateful for the 
advent of Charles E. Campbell into the publish- 
ing field there ten years ago or : He put an 
end to this obnoxious agreement and let men 
earn what their abilities justified. 

However there’s one bright light in the log- 
ger's conversation. The unhappy seagull whose 
beak some sadistic fiend had wired shut, has 
been found and freed. Daily, loggers up Howe 
Sound tried in vain to decoy the helpless bird 
so they might free it. 

At first it was reported that the bird had 
been found and freed at Point Grey, and that 
the “wire’ proved to .be a mass of cotton 
through which it had pierced its beak. How- 
ever, at Saanich on Vancouver Island the bird 
has been found by Thomas Anderson, whose 14- 
year-old daughter untwisted the wire and 
nursed the bird until it was able to fly away. 
It had flown 80 miles from Howe Sound to 
Saanich. in its famished condition before falling 
from exhaustion. Anderson says the wire was 
undoubtedly twisted on by human hands. The 
loggers profess to know who the cruel fiend is 
and are waiting for him. I wouldn't like to be 
the chap under suspicion. I'd give Howe Sound 
a wide berth for years to come,

Bright’s Disease or 
Nephritis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


I find that many patients who have back- 
ache decide that it can only mean kidney trou- 
ble. This is a mistaken idea, for backache may 
be due to many other causes besides a kidney 
disorder and as a matter of fact, backache does 
not always occur in some 
forms of kidney inflamma- 
tion, called Bright's disease, 
although it may be present. 

Bright's disease develops 
very slowly, almost secretly 
in its chronic form, with few 
noticeable signs. By the time 
the symptoms attract the at- 
tention of the patient, much 
serious damage to the kid- 
neys may have taken place. 
If you have a backache, take

care of it, but do not believe that it always 
means kidney trouble. 

Bright's disease is 
nephritis, which means an inflammation of the 


the popular name for 


kidneys. Several different forms of this dis- 
order are known, but in today’s article I am 
going to discuss the chronic form. 

As you probably know, the word chronic 
comes from the Greek word for time, and this 
indicates that the chronic disease is one which 
is present over a long period of time. “Chronic” 
is a very suitable term for a stubborn form of 
nephritis as chronic kidney inflammation will 
often take as long as ten years to develop. 
During these years, the patient may have no 
idea that anything is wrong. 

Very often the patient finds out that he has 
nephritis as a result of a urinalysis made when 
he applies for life insurance. The report comes 
back and shows the presence of albumen and 
the presence of various casts, all of which 
strongly point to the presence of Bright's dis- 
ease. 

Unquestionably, regular health examinations 
at least once a year, if taken by every person 
past forty, would discover many tases of kid- 
ney inflammation Jong before any very serious 
trouble develops. If the patient cannot afford 
the complete examination, he should at least 
have a urinalysis made once a year as this is a 
valuable way to check up on the kidneys and 
to discover trouble early while a complete cure 
is yet easily accomplished. 

Chronic nephritis is a degenerative disease 
of middle age, more common in men than in 
women, and it very often develops along with 
high blood pressure. In some forms of this dis- 
order the chief changes occur in the actual kid- 
ney substance, in other forms, the main change 
is in an increase in the connective tissue which 
acts as a framework, binding the kidney cells 
together. 

Healthy kidneys are well able to do their 
work without breaking down, but when the 
kidneys become diseased in every case this is 
due to the fact that the patient has lived in 
such a way that the blood has become loaded 
with impurities and poisons. The kidneys will 
try to cleanse the blood as long as possible, but 
after many years of such overwork they will 
often break down. 

The most important causes of nephritis are: 

First: Over-eating of all kinds of food. 

Second: Enervation cr weakness brought on 
by overwork or destructive habits of thought. 

Third: The use of an excess of sugars and 
starches .in the diet. 

Fourth: The use of wrong food combinations. 

Fifth: Lack of sufficient exercise which will 
enable the body to take care of normal 
amount of food.

ANSWER: As a general rule, I suggest that 
the patient build up the weight to what is 
normal for him or her. In this way the dengers 
incident to both underweight and overweight 
are avoided. In deciding what is the normal 
weight for any given person, it is necessary to 
know something about the bony framework of 
the body as naturally the person with a ten- 
tency to large bones should weigh a little more 
than a person of the same height with small 
bones. Instead of arguing about it, I weuld 
advise that each of you try to build your weight 
up to the approximate normal to fit your indi- 
vidual cases as in this way I am sure that you 
will achieve maximum health.

Croesuses and Crises

When we speak of the ravages 
of the economic depression we 
usually mean the collapse of big 
enterprises, bank failures, unem- 
ployment, ete. There is, however, 
another side of the question 
which deserves attention: the 
fate of the large private fortunes, 
the way in which the modern 
Croesuses faced the crisis and the 
whereabouts of their evaporated 
millions 

In the current language, a very 


rich man is a “millionaire” and 
an immensely wealthy man a 
“milliardaire.” These words in 


themselves do no mean anything, 
however, because they  corre- 
spond to no fixed standard. A 
German with a million mar 
six times richer than a French- 
yet

man with a million franés, 
both are millionaires, and the 
German millionaire cuts a poor 


figure next to the American with 
one million dollars or the Eng- 
lish millionaire who owns one 
million pounds, 

By common understanding the 
United States of America is con- 
sidered the classical land of mil- 
lionaires, Indeed it is there that 
we find some of the wealthiest 


men of our time. But British 
fortunes are larger, individually, 
and more solid. In 1924, 601 
people in England declared an 


income of $250,000 corresponding 
to a capital of five million dol- 
lars The depression has since 
reduced this number but in 1932 
there were still 540 of these for- 


tunate people in England, And 
if we are to believe the fiscal 
returns, the large fortunes ex- 


ceeding ten million doliars have 
increased since 1924, 

The American millionaires have 
been severely hit by the crisis. 
In the boom year 1929 there were 
at least 43,000 persons in United 
States owning a million dollars 
and more. There were only 19,- 
000 of them in 1932, A still 
heavier blow was dealt to the 
“super-millionaire”’ with an an- 
nual income of more than a mil- 


lion dollars. In 1931, in New 
York where are concentrated 
more millionaires than in any 


other city, only John D, Rocke- 
feller could boast of an income 
of over a million, Of course, the 
American fiscal legislation is very 
magnanimous toward the million- 
aires and exempts them from 
taxation if their business losses 
are greater than their annual in- 
come, which explains why the 
greatest banker in the world, 
John Pierpont Morgan, did not 
pay a cent in taxes in 1930 and 


1932, although he is, of course, 
far from being ruined. 
The large German fortunes 


have also shrunk considerably. 
The process had already started 
during the first inflation. In 
1913, 15,500 Germans owned 
more than a_ million’ marks 
(about 400 thousand dollars at 
the present rate), In 1926, only 
49 people declared a_ million 
marks and there is reason to be- 
lieve that this category has prac- 
tically disappeared now. 
Speaking of spectacular crashes, 
we must distinguish between the 
multimillionaires who were com- 
pletely ruined and those who lost 


heavily because of the general 
depreciation of values. Among 
the former, the crash of Ivar 


undoubtedly the 
most glamorous one. In the same 
order of importance may be 
quoted the crash of the Belgian 
magnate, Alfred Loewenstein, the 
Insull crash and the collapse of 
the house of Suzuki in Japan, the 
latter with Habilities amounting 
to 250 million dollars. 

The largest private fortune to-

day is undoubtedly that of the 
Rockefelier Successful rival of 
Sir Henri Deterding, John D, has 
i managed his oil interests 
and conservat ly, so that 

the Standard Oil stock is relat- 
ively firm. During the boom 


period the Rockefeller fortune 
was estimated at a billion dollars 
after deduction of more than half 
a billion donated to charitable, 
educational and scientific insti- 
tutions. In 1932, this enormous 
capital must have dwindled by 
a few hundred million dollars, 
but there is reason to believe that 
the losses have since been more 
than compensated 

The second greatest American 
fortune is that of the Fords, 
Henry and Edsel, who were 
worth about 1200 million dollars 
in 1928. Ford always made it a 
point not to borrow from the 
banks and to keep out of Wall 
Street, but the general situation 
of the automobile industry has 
undoubtedly reflected on his fin- 
ancial position, His capital to- 
day is probably about one-tenth 
of what it used to be, and the 
same may be said of the third 
largest industrial fortune in the 
United States, that of the Mel- 
lons, estimated at about 200 mil- 
lion dollars in 1929, They were 
badly hit by the terrific slump of 
The American Aluminum stock. 

During the period of spectacu- 
lar prosperity preceding the great 
crash of 1929 many names have 
risen on the American horizon, 
like for example that of David 
Sarnoff of Radio Corporation of 
America. Most of them, how- 
ever, are again in the shadow. 

In proportion, the great Ger- 
man industrialists have suffered 
just as much as the Americans. 
In the immediate pre-depression 
years, Friedrich Flick, prominent 
in the heavy industry of Silesia 
and the Ruhr, was generally held 
to be the richest man in Ger- 
many. He was worth more than 
a hundred million dollars. The 
depression has dealt him a heavy 
blow, but his losses have been 
partly compensated through his 
acquiring the control of one of 
the leading German lignite in- 
dustries, . 

While Flick is a self-made man 
in every respect, Fritz Thyssen 
inherited from his family, coal 
mines and foundries worth about 
50 million dollars. He lost much 
of his capital. Less severely hit 
is Otto Wolff, the third richest 
man of Germany before the de- 
pression. As for Krupp, he no 
longer ranks among the multl- 
millionaires, his industries hav- 
ing been ruined by the German 
defeat and the armament restrie-

$27,696 SPENT = 
ON GOV'T. HOUSE 


Total expenditures on the upkeep 
of Government House for the years 
1930-1932 inclusive were $27,696.63, 
according to information supplied 
the legislature as requested by A 
P. Mitchell, Liberal, Leduc, by Hon 
O. L. McPherson, minister of pub- 
lic works. | 

The total amount spent in 1930 
on furniture and fixings for Gov- 
ernment House was $170.53. 

In 1930 there was spent on repairs 
a total of $1,945.06, and on painting 
a total of $585.84, while in the same 
year the care of grounds, gardens, 
lawns and outbuildings involved 
an expenditure of $6,651.79. 

In 1931 repairs involved an ex- 
penditure of $3,671.88; painting, $1,- 
447.23, and upkeep of grounds, gar- 
dens, outbuildings, lawns, cost $6,- 
412.42, 

The 1932 expenditures included 
$1,304.32 for repairs; $540.83 for 
painting, and $4,966.73 for upkeep 
of grounds, lawns, gardens and out- 
buildings. 

The largest individual items in 
the expenditures are for upkeep of 
grounds. Of the $6,651.79 spent in 
1930, there was given to E. J. Stowe 
for labor, $5,912.10. In 1931, expen- 
diture on the same item was $6,- 
243.45 out of a total of $6,412.42 on 
gardens and associated activities, 
while in 1932 the same item~ was 
$4,863.23 out of an expenditure on 
the whole of $4,966.73.

Edmonton’s present power 
agreement with the Calgary Pow-- 
er Company expires on October 
1, 1935. If the city decides to dis- 
continue the agreement at the ex- 
piration date, it will necessitate 
an extension to the Edmonton 
power plant which will cost ap- 
proximately $1,200,000. 

“Would it be advisable for the 
city to discontinue its connection 


with the Calgary company, ex- 
tend the local plant and supply 
all its own power?” the B. I. R. 
asked today. 

Several representative citizens 
answered as follows: 
JOS. A. CLARKE, barrister: “In 


my Opinion the Calgary Power 
agreement has outlived its useful- 
ness, if it ever had one. On the 
other hand, in the present condi- 
tion of business the cost of the 
proposed extension to our own 
plant is not justified. It would 
seem to me that the plant is cap- 
able of supplying all our needs 


as it stands, at least until such 
time as we are able to see our 
way out of the depression. The 


idea of people who have endors- 
ed the agreement and its exten- 
sion beyond 1935 forming them- 
selves into a committee, and act- 
ing in an advisory capacity to 
city council on power matters, is 
preposterous.”

W. W. McBAIN, ex-alderman and 
lumber merchant: “There is no 
doubt that the agreement should 
be discontinued after its expira- 
tion date. We are right in the 
centre of rich coal fields and have 
an industry which gives a liyeli- 
hood to thousands, If it is at all 
possible to finance the extension 
to the plant at the present time, 
why not supply our own power, 
use more coal and thereby in- 
crease employment here? If an 
extension of the agreement is
